I began as a committee investigator, prepared its first hearing and then 
was njfe its editor. I was a brash, lr.rdworld.ng kid and as a result got special 
favors from the older men wlio .ore the Senate's printing clerk and $t the Governments 
Printing Office, which did all the printing, ^o, these hearings art buckram bound, 
with gild lettering. They aro bound in six voluo^i thna five of which are much tliic^.r 
tlian the thickest of tho Warren Commission's volumes. .

One of the least credible to people^today would X believe be the hearings we 
held on "Bloody %rlan" county, Kentucky. But it is all/ completely factual and when 
a federal prosecution followed the ^apartment of Justice borrowed me from the Senate 
for it.'i'here were more tlian 60 corporation and deputized gun-thug defendants and tho 
coal corporation fi$ced the jury although it was/fequestered and shielded by the U.S. 
Marshals! Who, as a sidelight you may find interesting, did not trust either the FBI 
agents on tiiat case or tlie head of the department's Criminal division who was in charge, 
tfo they told the clerk of the court, who shared tlieir lack of trust, and he told me, 
trusting me. When I reported this to the division chief in charge, Brian McMahon, later 
fatlior of tho ..tonic Sncrgy Act and he did not believe it I returned to my "enato job. 

Those cool operators also fixed a jury in Washing bon in ono of those cases in 
which 1 v/as a prosecution witness.
